BUTTE, Mont., Sept. 27, 1892. 
EDITOR ITEM:—As it has been some 
time since I written my last letter 
from the "Great Mining Camp,*' and 
it was then I promised you one from 
here regarding the mines, etc. 
Being 
at leisure at present 1 thought a few 
lines trom Butte may be ot interest to 
some of your readers, and, providing I 
am granted space in your newsy week- 
ly, I will endeavor to fulfill my prom- 
ise, and make it as interesting as pos- 
sible, under the circumstances, and re- 
port what I have seen on my trip over 
the mountains the past two days. 


When I promised this letter I had 
uo idea il was as difficult to get infor- 
mation or facts concerning the places 
and things I desire to explain to you, 
and as I am not as wtM up in geology 
and mmerology as some, I find it very 
trying to explain the mode of mining 
and smelting as they should be, and 
ask you not to expect of me what you 
would of one who has had experience 
in this study; yet I will tell you as 
much as possible about what I have 
seen and heard. 


It was after noon that we concluded 
to visit the "holes," and as there is no 
other way getting at them except to 
walk or ride on an ore train we soon 
concluded that if we wanted to see 
them all it was best to walk. 
At one 
o'clock we—a friend and I—made a 
start up the main street ot the Camp or 
cityi and going this way we pass sever- 
al prospect holes and one large mine 
in the city limits. 
Right bordering 
on the limits is Centerville, a small 
suburb, and here we climb about fifty 
feet and move east of the main street 
about 300 yards to our first stopping 
place. 
This is but a small one which 
is the new workings of the Mountain 
Con, and they are only sinking a new 
shaft to strike the lead their main work 
ings are on. 
They gre at present 
down 200 feet.' We movif cast about 
1000 feet to the main shaft or mine, 
only to find them repairing the machin- 
ery and all we learn here is that they 
are down 600 feel, and that when they 
are working they take out about 300 or 
400 tons of ore per day. 
Their ma- 
chinery consists of one double hoisting 
engine, a double upright air compress- 
or, and they are putting in a founda- 
tion for another. 
On a little farther 
to the northeast and somewhat higher 
we slop at the Green Mountain, which 
is 700 feet deep, and produces the 
same kind of ore as the former. 
The 
mineral from all the mines on this hill 


or mountain are about the same 
of 


which I will say more later on. 


We travel a little further east and 
here we come to the Wake-up Jim, 
but as the employees here must have 
just come over and have a job they are 
very independent, so we get no infor- 
mation more than that they are also 
stirring up the bowels of the earth at a 
depth of 800 ieet. 
Another climb of 
about 75 feet and about 200 yards 
northeast, and we are on the Gray 
Rock mine which is 100 feet deep—the 
deepest 
yet. 
They are taking out 
about 250 tons of ore per day, employ- 
ing 180 men. 
We are now almost on 
the top of the mountain and here take 
a look over the city and surrounding 
country, but as the smoke from the 
smelters is hovering over the city we 
can not see a great distance. 


To visit all the mines was our de- 
sire, but as it is getting late here, we 


is about the same size as the others I 
have mentioned, is on the same moun 
tain, but the ore is different altogether. 
We leave this and cross over a trestle 
about so feet high, on which they haul 
their ore overj^to the mill, and right at 
the end of this is the Alice. 
Here we 
first enter the shaft house and find what 
all others have—a double shaft and a 
larRe pipe for ventilating. 
There is 
only two in the camp. 
We take a look 
at the hoisting engine, which is a dou- 
ble one. 
The cable with which they 
hoist the ore, &c., is a number of small 
steel wires or wire ropes made into a 
flat cable 1x4^ inches, and is wound 
around a large drum which is on a 
large shaft and is connected with the 
engine by a clutch gearing and can be 
easily thrown out^of gear—which is 
necessary when lowering the cage. \]\ 
the mines^'jwe visit have the same or 
nearly the same machinery for hoisting, 
and as thejengineer is a practical and 
and experienced man he lowers one and 
hoists;jihe;other;at the same time. 
As 
quick as a flash it pasf^es before one's 
eyes that it is^no wonder they^have to 
pay big wages for men to go down and 
up these holes^as swift as they dojhere. 


We now step into the machine shop 
and engine room and learn that this 
was;unlil very^Mately the deepest mine 
in the Stale, it being T400 feet at 
present; we also learn that they are 
working about 250 men and taking 
out about that many tons of ore. They 
have in this engine room one large air 
compressor, one large surface pump 
with a 12-inch column which hoists the 
water from the mine, and one engine 
lor running the machinery in the shop. 
We step down a little southeast and 
come to the Molton, another one of 
the 600 or 800 feet class, but see noth- 
ing of interest here after visiting the 
"big" Alice, 


About 150 feet from this mine is their 
mill and is our first to see. 
We enter 
the mill where the ore does but can not 
follow it very far, as you will see. The 
ore is first placed in a crusher which 
leaves no pieces larger than a fist, then 
it is fed into the stamps which pound 
it up almost as fine as 
flour. 
From 
here—as the silver is not exactly free— 
it is placed in a large oven, of which 
there are six in this mill, (this being a 
forty stamp mill,) and is roasted at the 
rate of about 2 tons every 4 hours, as 
that is what each of these ovens hold. 
It is taken from here and placed in 
concentrating vats or pans. 
These are 
large barrel-shaped tubs, and contain 
upright shafts with paddles that revolve 
fast enough to keep mercury floating 
among the mineral and water, which 
catches the gold and silver. 
It is then 
run into another of the same size just 
below in which the paddles are kept in 
such a motion as to just keep the now 
mud and reluse in motion and allow 
the silver and mercury combined to 
settle, which is amalgam,and is runoff 
into a small pot outside the vat. Here 
it is filtered and nothing but pure 
amalgam remains, wh:ch is about one- 
sixth silver, the balance mercury. 
It 
still has to undergo another proce^^s be- 
fore it is ready for market which is the 
retort, and as we did not see this 1 can 
not say more at out it than that "jt is 
done by heating the amalgam to such 
an extent that the mercury will rise 
and flow off leaving nothing but the 
silver." 
This mill consumes about 70 
to 75 tons of ore per day, the ore be- 
ing worth about $65 per ton. 


We next come to the Alice mill 
which isa6o-stampmilland the largest 
in the Camp, it being the same as the 
concluded we would have to take a 
second day for it, and this makes it a I other, but it pounds up 90 to 100 tons 
little awkward both for ourselves and ! of ore in 24 hours. 
It is a little late 
for the reader; yet when we reached ! now, and we move on to the Lexing- 
this point an employee said "the deep- 1 ton mill, which is another 40-stamp 
est mine in the Camp is right over j milh 
As we are feeling a little tired 
there/' which was only a mile, and as we stroll off home leaving the Lexing- 
we wanted to see the deepest, if no | 
other, we were off for the big hole. We 
leave the High Ore, another large mine, 
to our right and walk off to the west. ! 
On our way we pass a lot of Butte 
sports who are indulging in a little i 


ton mine which is 1500 feet deep and 
the deepest in the Stale, to our left 
and go across lots through Walkersville, 
another suburb, and down the main 
street to home again. 


The second afternoon we visit the 


being the Anaconda. 
A syndicate 
j owns this mine with six others, viz: 
I Mountain Con, Green Mountain,Wake- 
up-Jim, High Ore, Modoc and St. 
Lawrence. 
We first visit the boiler 
room here and find five large boilers 
making steam for their machinery, and 
pass through to their hoisting room to 
find very nearly the same machinery 
as the others have, but doing four times 
the hoisting the other are—up and 
down all the time—and it is not sur- 
prising when we learn that they have 
500 men working here, taking out from 
1000 to 1200 tons ot ore per day. 


The combined output of the syndi- 
cate mines in 24 hours is from 3500 to 
4000 tons, which is allshipj>ed to their 
smelter at Anaconda, and it, when in 
full operation, consumes about 
3500 
tons per day. 
Think of 3500 tons of 
ore coming out of 7 mines within a ra- 
dius of one square mile—which also 
includes possibly fifty others with a 
daily output ot from 10 to 300 tons per 
day 1 
Also think of the amount of 
cross-cuts, &c., there must b6 under 
this mountain which not many years 
ago was solid, but which is now noth- 
ing but holes! 


In this mine the ore does not come 
to the surface in the shaft, but within 
80 feet of it, where it is run to the ore 
shute about 150 feet from the shaft. 
It is hoisted in cars which hold about 
700 pounds, and two cars at a time 
on a double decked cage. 
We now 
step into the machinery room, and 
here we see two of the largest air com- 
pressors in the camp. 
Next to these 
is their electric light machinery which 
consists of two 5oo-volt incandescent 
and one arc dynamo, which furnishes 
light all through the mine. 
From 
here they get the light and compress- 
ed air for the St. Lawrence, which is 
about 500 feet from here and is con- 
nected on the 8oo-ft. level. This com- 
pressed air is used for drilling and the 
old-style 
hand 
drill is completely 
done away with here. 
There is an- 
other engine in this room for running 
the machinery in the machine shops, 
which contain quite extensive machin- 
ery for a single mine. 
In this or the 
St. Lawrence there is one or more men 
killed nearly every week. 


We take a few steps to the northeast 
to the Mountain View, which is the 
highest one in the camp, yet it is the 
same as all the others on this hill, 
so we take the cars from here on the 
Great Northern for our hotel. 


In regard to wages, the hoisting en- 
gineers get $4.50 for 8 hours while the 
miners and car men get 13.50 for ten 
hours' work, and can work every day 
in the )ear if they desire, 
I did not 
visit any of the smelters and can not 
say anything about them, but will say 
the mineral from these copper mines 
contain from s to 25 per cent, silver 
and from 40 to 90 per cent, copper, 
and some have a trace of gold. 
We 
were told at the Anaconda that the 
silver in their ore pays for the working 
of it. 


If this letter isn't hole-y enough, 
and after reading it you think there 
are no holes in Montana, you just 
come to Butte and take a drop down 
one of these and you will not doubt it 
for a minute that there has been some- 
thing taken out of this great moun- 
tain, about which I write you a (w)hole 
letter. 
Perhaps the letter may not be 
very interesting, but it is about as 
well as I could do with the material 
and under the circumstances, 


I beg pardon for detaining you su 
long, and I think this will give yuu 
enough for some time to come from 
Butte and

achieved is that of Mexico. 
According 
to a dispatch from Kansas City, Senor 
Enrique Torez, a Mexican merchant, has 
been in that city making arrangements 
for shipping hogs to Mexico for slaugh- 
ter. 


"What the New York Post consiJers a 
fraud of a peculiarly abominable char- 
acter has come to light in Germany, 
where a number of workmen and en- 
gineers employed at the great Bochum 
Association for Mining and Steel Foun- 
dry have Oeen arrested on a charge of 
selling defective rails, wheels, 
axles, 
etc., by means of a system of forgery. 
This material was supplied to tho Ger- 
man State Railway, and then eomo for- 
eign corporations. 
It appears that tho 
State Railway employed an inspector to 
stamp such goods as had withstood the 
regular tests, 
The incriminated work- 
men are accused of having made false 
Btamps, with which they marked mater- 
ial which bad not been examined; with 
repairing holes, cracks, and other de- 
fects in the rails with 
a particular 
cement, and so giving the inferior and 
useless material the appearance of fin- 
ished work, and with substitutin;^ re- 
jected rails for tuose which the officials 
had handed over to be stamped as sat- 
i&factcvy, and marking tho goo(} rails 
with the forged stamps. 
The incentive 
to the frauds was the fact that the work- 
men are paid a premium on the amount 
of work passed by tho inspector. 
How 


l o n g they have been indulging in thuso 
dishonest practices, how general 
tho 
distribution of defective inaterial has 
been, is still as uncertain as the possible 


of the rascality.

Exlractiou of Ferl'umes. 


Six methods of extracting perfumes 
are known: The first is expression, by 
means of a special press, which is appli- 
cable without too great loss to fruit- 
skins rich in essential oils, such as orange 
and citron peel, previously grated. 
An- 
other method is that 
of 
distillation, 
which consists in heating flowers with 
water in a boiler. 
The essential oil is 
volatilized and is condensed with the 
vapor of water in a worm and a Floren- 
tine receiver. 
The water usually goes to 
the bottom and the oil floats. The oils 
ot neroli, rose, patchouli, geranium, lav- 
ender, caraway,^ etc,, are obtained ia 
this way. 
The process is not applica- 
ble to the delicate perfumes of the mig- 
nonette and the violet; and for them re- 
course is had 
to maceration 
of 
the 
flowers in animal fats or mineral oils, 
which have the property of absorbing 
odorous substances, and are then washed 
in alcohol. 
The flowers are' usually 
heated in tho fat or the oil for a variable 
number of hours. 
For perfumes which 
can not endure a high temperature the 
petals are placed between two frames of 
glass coated with fat. 
This is the pro- 
cess of enfleurage. 
The pneumatic pro- 
cess, which consist*^ in causing a current 
of perfumed air or carbonic acid to be 
absorbed by coatings of lard on glass 
plates, appears not to have given gatis- 
factory results. 
Another process con- 
sists in dissolving perfumes in very vola- 
tile liquids like suiphurct of 
carbon, 
chloroform, naphtha, ether, or ¡chloride 
of methyl, and volatilizing tho solvents, 
which can be done at a low temperature 
in a vacuum. 
The last method has 
given very satisfactory results in the ex- 
treme delicacy and great accuracy of its 
returns.—Popular Science Monthly.

LRBADY the naval authorities 
are beginning to prepare for* 
the great naval review that is' 
to inaugurate the celebrations 
in nonor o£ tne Columbian year, uext 
April. 


Tho appropriation made by Congress- 
(.?50,000) will notcovcrthe expenses of 
mobilizing the fleet, let alone the ex- 
penses of maintaininir 
it for several 
mouths, 
on our coast, 
so 
Secretary 
Tracy will have to draw liberally Irom 
tho regular naval appropriation for the- 
nmning expenses of the navy. 
Invita- 
tious have been prepared for all the 
countries of the world to be represented 
at the international review. 
It is CT:- 
pected that all, the maritime powers ^of 
the Southern Continent will accept. 


**üver on the other side*' the nations- 
will watch each other. 
Of course Rus- 
sia and Germany will send a fleet out of 
good feeling to\^ard the United States,, 
and if Italy properly honors the mem- 
ory of her son Cohuzbus she will send 
Rome 01 her 
teu-thousand-ton 
battle* 
ships. The Enc:lish navy, large as it is, 
is very well divided over the world, so* 
it is not probable tbat she will send a- 
veiy Ihrge fleet, and upon her action iu 
the matter depends largely the action of 
France. 
It is understood that Japan is* 
to send a cruiser, of which she has some- 
fine ones, across the Pacidc and around, 
the horn to take part in the first interna- 
tional review held in the country that 
first visited Japan to secure a mercantile 
treaty, and 
that Turkey will unbend 
from her religious rigor enough to send 
over one of her fine war ships. 
This- 
vessel will have a distinguishing feature- 
that may be new to many Americans. As 
an articic of the Mohammedan religion 
makes the bell sacred it cannot be used 
on board Turkish ships, as it is upon 
others, for striking the hours aud sound- 
ing fog signals, and by a special suspen- 
sion of the navigating rules a drum is- 
useddnstead. 


Of our own warships all the nev steel 
ships will be in the review except the lit- 
tle Petrel, which is out in Ciiina, probably 
to spsnd the rest of her life there. 
Sev- 
eral of the ships now under construction 
will be in commission by that time, but 
it is doubtful if the big cruiser 2xew 
York will be finished in time to partici- 
pate. 
In case the Cramps do get her 
completed by jMarch she will probably 
be Admiral Gherardi's flagship during 
the review. 
The Montgomery, Detroit 
and Machias will be in connuiisiou by 
that time. 
The other ships taking part 
will bo the 
Baltimore, 
Pnibdelphia, 
Charleston, Chicago, Boston; Atlanta, 
Miantonomoh, Concord, Yorktown, Ben- 
nington, Vesuvius and Kearsargc. 
If 
the regulation fleet formation is con- 
formed with the sixteen vessels 
will 
form a fleet, with Admiral Glierardi us 
commander-in-chief; then there will be 
a division of the fleet into two squadons, 
with a commodore or rear admiral in 
command of each; the subdivisions of 
the squadrons go under technical name 
of division and are composed of four ves- 
sels, then the divison is a^ain divided 
into two sections. 


When all theships anchor iq Hampton 
Koads next April it will be a grand 
array, and the visiting and wining and 
dining, the balls, parties and receptions 
will be something for ollicers to remem- 
ber and tell of for yearc-, while thp din 
when allsithe ships salute some new- 
comer will dwarf a large-sized bombard- 
ment. 
And an '«officer of tne. deck'' 
on any one of tJie ships will have to keep 
hiß eyes open for commanding olUcers' 
pennants, signals and all the routine of 
a warship if he does not wish to receive 
the angry ^'benedictioa" of his captain. 


After the mobilization of the fleets at 
Hampton Roads they will proceed in 
company to New York harbor. 
In 
column at cruising distance, 4üü yards, 
fifty ships, which number seems quite 
probable, will make a parade twelve 
miles loug, and by the time the last one 
has passed, the 
leader will be **hull 
down," only a patch of smoke or a light 
network of riggmg, 
It is to be earnestly 
hoped that 
the revievv will be 
the 
grandest naval display of modern times, 
all calculated to increase the friendship 
of the nations,—Washington Star^

And so it goes, the M'ork being 
divided into so many and various heads 
and subheads as to utterly confound and 
astonish the most experienced house- 
keeper. 


Near the swinging doors is the carv- 
ing stand. 
This is a long, low heater, 
upon which is a lino of covered platters. 
On the first of these is roast turkey, on 
the next roast beef, then follow lamb, 
game, young pig, and all the rest.

at the liveliest hours of the 
noon rush 
the carvers have to work with 
almost 
marvelous dexterity and swiftness. 


Beyond the carvers arc the dishwash- 
ing tanks and the closets for hot dishes, 
which arc in front of the carvers' stands.

A lariio proportion of tho milk', butter, 
eggs, cheese, cream, pork, etc., used in 
our best hotels are procured direct from 
tho farmer. In some cases tho proprietor 
own largo farms themselves, finding it 
cheaper^to raise and transport their own 
proriuce. 
Some estimate of tho amount 
of these substantialities may bo'formed 
when it is said thatan ordinary city hotel 
uses on an average ninety barrels of flour 
iu a month, or three a day, and between 
four and five barrels of potatoes, 1^)0 
pounds of butter, and from 100 to 150 
dozen eggs in a day,—New York Adver- 
tiser.

Saturday's Philadelphia Press says: 
"The World'i Fair Committee visited 
Tacony yesterday and viewed the Wil- 
liam Penn statue which will shortly 
form the apex of Philadelphia's City 
Hall tower. 
The committee is very 
anxious to have the statue shipped from 
Tacony to Chicago and a strenuous 
effort will be made to obtain the con- 
sent of the Building Commission 
to 
this proposal. 
In 
the event of the 
Building Commission withholding its 
consent the statue will be taken apart 
next week and brought to Philadelphia 
where it will again be put together in 
the courtyard of City Hall in readiness 
to be hoisted on to the towet. 


«Penti's statue stands in a shed at the 
iron company's works on the State 
Road below Unruh Street, wheve since 
its completion a week ago it has been 
viewed by hundreds of citizens. 
It is 
considered a striking and very 
true 
likeness of the gieat Founder. 
The 
figure sttnds erect with the right hand 
slightly extended, while the left holds 
a scroll written in letters six inches in 
length and bearing the seal of Charles 
II of England. 
The writing is as fol* 
lows:— 


" «Charles Second, King of England 
and France. 
Defender of the Faith: 
T o all whom the presents shall come, 
greeting. 
Whereas, our trustie and be- 
loved subject, William Penn, son and 
heir of Sir William 
Penn, 
deceased, 
etc.' 
Penn is represented as l>eing 
dressed in seventeenth century costume. 
The statue is moulded in bronze metal 
and coated to a thickness 1 3 2 of an 
inch with aluminum, which renders it 
weather-proof. 
Behind the figure is a 
representation of a trunk of a tree, in 
the centre of which there is fixed a lad- 
der which goes through the body of 
the Statue and by moving an adjusta- 
ble cap on the head a person can look 
out at the top of the head of the statue. 


"The weight of the figure is 5 2 , 4 0 0 
pounds. 
It stands 37 feet high. 
The 
hat is 3 feet in diameter and 23 feet in 
circumference. 
The nose is 13 inches 
long and 4 wide; the mouth from cor- 
ner to cornet measures i foot; the face 
frons hat to chin is 39 inches long, and 
the shoulders are 28 feet in circumfer- 
ence and 15 feet in diameter. 
At the 
waist the circumference is 24 feet with 
a diameter of 18 feet 9 inches. 
The 
buttons on the coat each measure 6 
inches across. 


"The hands have a circumference of 
6 feet 9 inches, 3 feet in diameter, and 
they are 4 feet in length. 
The fingers 
are 2 feet 6 inches in length, with nails 
3 inches long. 
From ankle to knee 
the legs measure ten feet, the ankle is 
5 feet in circumference; the calf of the 
legs^ 8 feet 8 inches in circumfcrence 
and 22 inches wide and 5 feet 4 inches 
long.

bucket of this great Russian poj)ulatioa. 
The town and the city people number 
but a few millions, and Ihe great bulk 
of the people live in 
little 
villages. 
These vjllaGres constitute the real Russia

uud the Russia out of which is to come 
the Russia of the future. 
Of the 120,- 
000,000 subjects of the Czar, less than 
20,000,000 live in towns, and the towns 
of Russia are numbered by hundreds.

Czar taxes the village a lump sum, and 
this assembly apportions this tax among 
those who should pay it. 
No on3 can 
leave the village without leaving behind 
him a guarantee in some shape or other 
that his share of the imperial taxes will 
be paid, and a drunken, good-for-noth- 
ing is often voted out of the village en- 
tirely and his share of the village lands 


They do not reallxe, however, that they 
might go any further than they have 
now gotten in the way of 
government, 
and they look Upon the decrees of the 
Czar something as they do on tho laws 
of nature or those of God, which could 
not possibly be changed, 
. The Russians resent tho 
insinuation 
that their serfs were slave?, but the trutlj 
ia they were little more than that, and it 
is not long since they were boaf?hfc and 
sold. 
In lookmij at the Russia of to-day 
it must be remembered modern Russia 
has not yet lived quite one 
generation. 
It was born during our late Civil War, 
when the Czar of his own free will took 
the bondage off of 47,000,000 of people. 
They 
were 
given a part of the lands ol 
their masters, aud this not iu the shape 
of individuals, but as villages, 
making 
the villages and not tho individuals re- 
sponsible for them. 
The time of pay- 
ment for these lands was to be forty-nine 
years, and they have already

FARMING IK COMMON.

There are comparatively only a few large 
cities. 
St. Petersburg is as big as Phil- 
adelphia, Moscow is about the size of 
Boston, Warsaw is as big as St. Louis 
and Odessa is a little bigger than Cleve- 
land. 
In addition to these there are a 
few cities of 100,OuO cach, and then 
about 300 cities ranging from 10,000 up 


goes back to the village. 
Each village 
elccts two petty judges, who settle all 
small suits relating to sums of less than 
three dollars and petty quarrels, 
aud 
larger suits arc settled up to a certain 
amount by a higher court elected by a 
fixed number of villages and formed into 
an assembly called *'the volost." 
Every 
thousand 
people among the 
peasants 
have one of these assemblies and the 
different villai^cs making up the thou- 
sand elect dele2:ate3 to them, and all 
disputes among the people of these vil- 
lages are brought before this assembly 
and tried. 


The power of the volost, however, is 
limited. 
It cannot try cases 
of mure 
than iiSO, nor can it imprison for more 
than seven days. 
In addition to these 
two petty 
courts 
there 
are trials by 
jury, and these are courts made up part- 
ly by judges appointed by the Czar and 
partly by those elected by the people, 
and an appeal can be taken from them to 
the higher courts at St. Petersburg aud 
3Ioscow. 
The village assembly is called 
the Mir, the assembly made up of enough 
villacres to comprise 1000 population ia 
the Volost, and above this 
there is in 
each district a third assembl}^ of dele- 
gates elected by the nobility, 
the towns 
and the villages of the district, and this 
assembly is called the Zemstoo, and its 
business is to take care of the roads of 
the district, to sec that proper provis-

ns Finland and I'oland, are K) a certain 
extent dilierent from the pure Russian, 
but the great Russia is a village; Russia 
aud the Jiussians as a Nation are the 
peasants. 


Each of the 500,000 villages is a little 
republic. 
Its iiihabitants 
elect their 
own ofiiuers by vote and its courts, for 
Jill ordinary offences, are managed by 
judges elected by it. 
Every village has 
a little assembly of its own made, up of

The village, you know, 


ions are made against famine, to attend 
to educational matters and to look after 
matters in which all the people of tho 
district are interested. These Russian dis- 
tricts are a good deal like our counties, 
and

presided over by a 
governor and his 
counjil, 
appointed 
by 
tho 
Czar. 
It will be thus seen that the people of 
Russia have a home rule system of 
their 
own like ours, only more so, in that the 
most minor matters are managed by it. 
A Russiau peasant can buy land jf he 
has the money, but tho most of them 
have no jjroperty outside of what they 
own in common with their village, 
and 
the only estate the average peasant 
has 
is the little thatched hut which covers 
about twenty feet square. 
They stick, 
however, very closely to the common 
projierty, and will do anything 
rather 
than lose their interest in the village to 
which they belong. Strange to say, they 
are by no means anxious to hold office, 
and they consider an election as village 
policcmun or elder rather a cur:so than a 
blessing. 
Their village assemblies and 
elections take place in the open air in 
one long street of the villag? and 
they 
discuss matters relating to crops 
and 
their 
government 
among 
themselves.

The Russiau peasant is naturally im- 
provident and unambitious. 
He has but 
few wants, and he lives as far as he can 
from hand to mouth. 
Naturally, how- 
ever, he is physically and 
intellectually 
the equal of any man on the face of the 
earth, and when he is once roused up to 
his possibilities and shown how he can 
reaUze them he will develop into one of 
the strongest men of the future. 
No one 
can go among the Russian peasants with-

by the

I see every day scores of peas- 
ants whose faces would attract attention
